The Great Preacher Suocumbe to

He
was taken ill sbout a week ago with
gastric fever, which developed in a few
days into acute jaundice. He had
been in a comatose condition for thirty-
six hours before his death, and theend
was momentarily expected since that
time.

Prof. Swing’s ancestry was German,
eoming to this country before the
thirteen original states had been es-

was born in Cincinnati, August 23,
1830, his father dying two years later.
When David was 7 years of age his
mother removed to Reedsburg, O.,
which was the family residence for
three years. A settlement was then
made on a farm near Williams-
burg, where, during the follow-
ing six years David was a farmer
boy and a scholar in the pub-
lie school. On this farm was laid
the foundation for that sturdy msn-
hood and remarkable self-poise so no-
ticeable in after years. He studiedand
taught himself so perfectly that at the
age of 18 he entered Miami university
at Oxford, 0. At thissame school were
Benjamin Harrison and Whitelaw Reid.
Young Swing supported himself by
working and teaching school during
vacations. His intention was to be
a lawyer, but the religions element
of his mind predominated, and he
studied for the Presbyterian ministry.
In 1868, Prof. Swing accepted the pas-
torate of the Westminster Presbyterian
church in this city. This service was
interrupted by the great fire of 1571,
which not only swept away his church,

ing him with nothing but the clothes
on his back. Within a year his chureh
was rebuilt on the old site.

About this time occurred the most
important erent in the great minister's
career—his trial by the Chicago pres-
bytery on a charge of heresy preferred
by Rév. Dr. Francis I.. Patton, then ed-
itor of the Interior, and now president
of Princeton college. These charges,
of which there were twenty-cight spec-
iBcations of lapses from Presbyterian
doctrine, were not sns‘ained, there be-
Ing sixty-one members in the preshy-
tery and omly thirteen votes against
him.

But the subsequent feeling wasso
bitter that Prof. Swins bronght mat-
ters to a close by re<'gning his pas-
torate, & large number of his friends
going with him and f{orming the Cen-
tral chureh, in which Prof. Swing haa
since labored with great suceess
Prof. Swing was a man of broad cul-
ture and extensive learning and his
library is one of the best in the state.
